JACOB  BARItIGKMAN  was  beam  February  1?5  1?63  in  the  colony  ef  Fbnagyl** 
var&a  (or  perhaps  in  Frederick  county,  Maryland).  He  waa  a  son  of  Rater 
Bergman  (Barrackman,  Bargman)  who  had  emigrated  to  the  American  colonies 
in  17h9/>j  from  the  Palatinate  ia  Gentiany,  Jacob's  mother  vaa  Ersulla, 
she  passed  sety  a  tea  years  after  his  birth*  Jacob  Barriekrcan  grew  up 
in  the  wilderness  of  frontier  Maryland  and  Peiuieylvania*  The  Conococh® 
©ague  Territory  was  one  of  the  most  untamed  areas  in  the  colonies  and 
the  scene  of  frequent  Indian  uprisings..  At  the  time  of  the  French  and 
Indian  War  (in  which  Jacob®  s  father  was  a  soldier),  the  Indians  rose  up 
and  scattered  most  of  the  settlers  over  into  th©  wilds  of  Bedford  and 
Westmoreland  counties  of  Pennsylvania^  Peter  Barrackraan  and  his  graving 
family  were  among  this  group  of  displaced  settlers*  Jacob's  father  was 
a  typical  rough  Germ  an*  Amer ic  an  pioneer*  As  young  Jacob  grew  up,  he 
probably  spent  many  long  hours  tilling  the  soil  with  his  brothers  and 
helping  hia  father  run  "the  ferry  boat,  which  he  operated  near  Fort  Pitt* 
Ihon  the  horror  of  uar  swept  into  the  fertile  valleys  of  Western 
Feimsylvania*  Jacob  Barrickmn,  at  the  tender  age  of  seventeen  years, 
helped  the  American  colonial  cause  by  enlisting  in  military  service  in 
the  Revolution*  He  served  with  the  near  legendary,  Capt*  Jeremiah  Loch- 
roy  from  April  to  October  of  1 780,  in  the  defense  of  the  Fexmgylvania 
frontiers.  The  battles  in  which  th©  young  man  took  part  vers  bloody 
ones,  and  Jacob  had  to  worry  about  the  illusive  Indian  as  well  as  the 
regiments  of  British  troops*
